Counsel Harold W. Kennedy in seeking reconsidera¬ 
tions by the State Supreme Court of its approval of 
$7.4 million in damages and interest in the Portugese 
Bend earth slippage case. 

Bonelli said the Board on February 9 authorized 
Kennedy to file a petition for rehearing against the 
award, handed down unanimously by the Supreme 
Court on January 22. The court held the County must 
pay because road construction triggered a 1956 slide 
which destroyed or damaged some 145 homes. 

"A mecedent has been set by this decision that 
would have dire consequences for every public agency 
and its taxpayers if allowed to stand unchallenged. 
Bonelli asserted. 

“We ought to try to procure remedial legislation 
to establish a new doctrine, if necessary, that is not 
going to place such a disastrous liability upon the 
already overburdened County general taxpayer.” 

The judgment was affirmed solely on the theory 
of inverse condemnation, Bonelli pointed out. There 
was no finding of negligence or contributory negli-

The minutes 
of that meeting prove they acted on the strong urging of Commissioner Poolman of the Planning Com¬ 
mission who envisioned hundreds of apartments being built in the Christmas week while the Council 
was giving a fair hearing to his proposals to copy the Arcadia ordinance. 

Commissioner Poolman made a strong point in Study Session that several millions of dollars 
worth of E-3 construction followed the passing of the stringent ordinance in Arcadia. This is the dan¬ 
gerous half-truth. The whole truth is that these buildings were all erected UNDER THE OLD ORDI¬ 
NANCE for some 9 months after passage of the ne w one. A recent professional survey revealed that, in 
the first seven months of 1964, NOT ONE PERMIT WAS REQUESTED for multiple construction. This, 
despite the really large lot available in Arcadia. 

It is always easy to be critical of public off icals for actions they take on behalf of the citizens. 
The American way, we think, is to offer CONSTRUCTIVE CRITICISM. In other words, if this ordinance 
is faulty or lacking, the people most closely identi fied with its application should offer a constructive 
plan to improve the existing ordinance. This should include both owners of R-3 lots and experienced 
professionals dealing in the field of development. After all, we have no complaint if we neglect to 
offer the public officials constructive thought and the final draft of the R-3 ordinance is impractical 

or unworkable.

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'The story of Bank of 
America National Trust and 
Savings Association begins 
on the morning of October 

17, 1904, when a small 
neighborhood bank opened 
for business in a remodeled 
tavern at the intersection of 
Washington Street and Co¬ 
lumbus Avenue in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s North Beach area. 

Prime mover behind the 
now bank was a big man 
with a big idea. The man: 
Amadeo Peter Giannlni — 
tall, rmusoular, thirty-four, 
California-born son of im¬ 
migrant parents. The idea: 
a revolutionary - for -the - 
times philosophy to offer 
wage earners and small 
businesses the banking serv¬ 
ices traditionaliy reserved 
for wealthy inividuals and 
large companies. 

Twenty-eight new ac¬ 
counts and $8,780 In deposits 
were received that first day 
by the Bank of Italy, the 
name of the organization 
until 1930. But through hard 
work, long hours, and door- 
to-door solicitations, Gian- 
ninl and the bank officers 
proved the soundness of the 
new concept In banking. By 
the end of 1904, the little 
bank that had opened with 
$150,000 capital .showed de¬ 
posits of $703,024 and re¬ 
sources in excess of $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

Disaster struck on April 

18, 1906, when San Francisco 
was torn apart and gutted 
by the worst earthquake and 
fire In the city’s history. As 
the flames swept toward the 
bank, Giannini loaded $80,- 
000 cash into wagons and 
moved it to his San Mateo 
home for safekeeping. Days 
before the larger banks 
could re-open he was dis¬ 
pensing loans from a plank- 
and-barrel counter at the 
waterfront, seasoning each 
credit advance with his per¬ 
sonal enthusiasm to re¬ 
build a better city. 

As the new San Francisco 
rose from the rubble, the 
young bank grew and pros¬ 
pered. Sound management, 
sparked by the imagination 
and optimism of A. P. Gian¬ 
nini, steered it safely 
through the bank-closing 


Panic of 1907. In that year a 
branch bank was opened In 
San Francisco, and in 1909 
the first out-of-town branch 
was opened in San Jose, 50 
miles to the south. 

Giannini visualized a 
statewide banking system 
and, despite opposition from 
some officials and competi¬ 
tors, made continuing pro¬ 
gress in his efforts to help 
“the little man.” Several 
branches were added in the 
Bay Area and two more in 
Los Angeles. By the end of 
1918 .there were 24 branches 
serving cities from Santa 
Rosa in the north to Los 
Angeles in the south. Total 
resources stood at $93,546,- 
162. 

During the Boom 1 n g 
’Twenties, while speculators 
made and lost fortunes in 
California oil, movies, and 
real estate, the bank’s loan 
department expanded care¬ 
fully and persistently with 
Giannini’s slogan of “Safety 
Before Profits.” By the close 
of the bank’s 25th anniver¬ 
sary year, there were 292 
branches, over 7,000 em¬ 
ployees, and more than $1 
billion in resources. 

In 1930, Giannini, 60 years 
of age and in poor health, 
relinquished control of the 
bank to Elisha Walker, a 
promising young banker 
from New York. Walker, and 
his eastern approach to 
banking, ran into difficul¬ 
ties almost Immediately as 
the depression deepened, in¬ 
comes tumbled, and deposits 
fell of rapidly. In mid-1931 
he called a meeting of the 
bank’s executive committee 
to lay out a program for 
breaking up Bank of Amer¬ 
ica and salvaging pieces 
through contraction and 
liquidation. 

Giannini, recovering from 
his illness in a German 
health resort, received the 
news with shock, then out¬ 
range. Returning home, he 
vigorously protested the 
Walker plan and b a r n - 
stormed the length and 
breadth of California solicit¬ 
ing proxies of the bank’s 
stockholders in support of 
his principles and leader¬ 
ship. So successful was his 


campaign, so strong was the 
stockholders' belief in Gian¬ 
nini’s ability to save Bank 
of America, that he won a 
landslide victory in a spe¬ 
cial stockholders meeting on 
February 15, 1932. 

At this time, when na¬ 
tional employment and in¬ 
comes were hitting record 
lows and bank deposits were 
falling, Giannini, now fully 
recovered in health, again 
took on the active leadership 
of the bank. In exactly 41 
days he was showing de¬ 
posit gains, and by the end 
of 1932 had repaid some $54 
million in RFC loans, ac¬ 
quired more than 217,000 
new and returned deposi¬ 
tors, showed deposits of 
$749,658,0 0 0 and had 
launched a “Back to Good 
Times” advertising cam - 
palgn to help the state pull 
itself up from the depths of 
the depression. 

On January 14, 1936, Law¬ 
rence Mario Giannini, senior 
vice president and son of the 
founder, was elected presi¬ 
dent of Bank of America. 
With the elder Giannini re¬ 
taining the chairmanship of 
the board, the two continued 
the bank’s tradition of being 
a friend to the man of 
modest means. 

Like his father, Mario 
Giannini pioneered new 
trends in banking. One of 
these, Timeplan lending, an 
instalment loan service, 
helped place the bank first 
in the nation in the amount 
of money loaned. By the end 
of 1942, there were 487 
branch banks and $2,771,- 
689,632 in resources. 

With the advent of World 
War II, California became 
an arsenal and its popula¬ 
tion mushroomed. The bank 
played a vital role in pro¬ 
viding financial assistance 
and leadership In these 
years of crisis. The wartime 
economy boomed, deposits 
rose, and in October, 1945, 
Bank of America’s resources 
of $5,037,500,000 surpassed 
those of any other bank. 

As World War II came to 
an end, the bank began to 
expand its overseas opera¬ 
tions which, up until then, 
had been limited to a branch

in London. Bank of America 
(International) was or¬ 
ganized in New York in 
1950. Branches were opened 
in London, Dusseldorf, Man¬ 
ila, Bangkok, Guam, Tokyo, 
Yokohama, Kobe, and Osa¬ 
ka. 


A. P. Giannini, founder- 
chairman of the bank, died 
on June 3, 1949, a few weeks 
after his 79th birthday. 
Three years later his son 
Mario passed away, and 
elected to succeed him as 
president was Carl F. Wente, 
35 years with Bank of Amer¬ 
ica and vice chairman of its 
executive committee. Wente 
retired in 1954 at 65, and at 
the end of that year the 
bank had 548 branches and 
$9,163,355,289 in resources. 

In 1954, leadership of 
Bank of America was placed 
in the hands of S. Clark 
Beise, a seasoned banker 
who had joined the bank as 
a vice president in 1936 at 
the personal invitation of A. 
P. Giannini. 

Under Beise’s direction, 
Bank of America led the na¬ 
tion’s bank into the elec 
tronics age with the de¬ 
velopment of ERMA, the 
first fully automated elec¬ 
tronic accounting system in 
the industry. Beise moved 
vigorously to expand the 
bank both domestically and 
overseas. In 1957, controlling 
interest was purchased in 
Banca d’America e d’ltalia 
with 65 branches in Italy. In 
1962, the bank gained en¬ 
trance into several countries 
in Africa through the pur¬ 
chase of an interest in the 
Financial Corporation for 


Overseas Countries in Gene¬ 
va, Switzerland. By the end 
of 1963, internationally - 
based resources totaled $2.5 
billion. When Beise retired 
in 1963, Bank of America 
comprised 846 branches in 
California and 22 overseas 
branches, plus 82 branches 
of Banca d’America e d’ltalia 
and interests in financial in¬ 
stitutions in coun tries 
throughout the Free World. 

In 1963, Rudolph A. Peter¬ 
son, who was born in Swe¬ 
den just seven weeks after 
the bank was founded, was 
elected president. Peterson 
renewed the emphasis on 
the personal approach to 
customer needs which has 
been the cornerstone o f 
Bank of America since its 
founding. He promised an 
aggressive policy to con¬ 
tinue the expansion of the 
bank’s international com¬ 
mitments. 

Thus the story of the 
world’s largest non-govern • 
ment bank which began in 
San Francisco a little more 
than half a century ago con¬ 
tinues to unfold. 

As of December 31, 1964, 
there were 871 branches of 
the bank in California (the 
Sierra Madre branch Is the 
873rd) and 27 overseas 
branches, employing 28,872 
persons. Resources stood at 
$15,498,892,008, total deposits 
at $14,000,122,847 and loans 
outstanding totaled $9,221,- 
083,111.

FREEDOM 

AT ANY PRICE

The Christmas floods which caused havoc in the 
Far West revealed that self-reliant citizens who haven’t 
forgotten the pioneering tradition still live in remote 
areas. 

Red Cross field men used helicopters to conduct a 
thorough check of devastated regions. They found that 
victims of flood and storm who were totally cut off from 
the outside world were making the best of things and 
using their wits, muscles and own resources to meet the 
crisis. The Associated Press reported that when a field 
man in the Eureka, California, disaster area was asked 
what emergency aid was needed; a typical reply was "We 
don’t have much but it’s enough.” 

Those of us who almost automatically turn helplessly 
to some outside agency when trouble strikes can profit 
from examples such as this. The old spirit of independence 
and courage in the face of adversity still exists.

Principles Give Opportunity 

In the face of competitive conditions under oiu pri¬ 
vate enterprise system, business and Industry in their 
zeal to progress, too often lose sight of the fact that their 
success and future security rest on their determination 
and ability to help preserve the system that gives their 
efforts life. A plaque that honors the principles that are 
behind progress in the United States is in the lobby of 
the Union Oil Center in Los Angeles. The words on It 
were written by Herbe^l; Hoover, 1874-1964, President of 
the United States 1928-1932, upon the dedication of the 
building in 1956. It reads: 

"The American way of life is based on representative 
government and personal liberty. The Union Oil Company 
of California is a magnificent demonstration of the pro¬ 
duct of this system. But there are many enemies of this 
system and many encroachments upon it in our midst. 
No one can say that when the documents of the corner¬ 
stone are opened, some time in the distant future, that 
this system will still prevail. But if it does, it will be 
because of the determination of men like those who head 
the Union Oil Company to maintain our system of free 
enterprise and the American way of life.” 

These thoughts apply with equal propriety to com¬ 
panies and businesses throughout our land. The message 
they convey should bo on plaques in tens of thousands of 
establishments to show appreciation of the privilege of 
working and enjoying freedom under the American system, 
and a determination to preserve it. 
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Winston Churchill — his 
personality, influence and 
wisdom — will furnish much 
grist for the journalistic 
mills of the future. A few 
opinionated writers may at¬ 
tempt to relegate Churchill’s 
position to little more than 
minority opposition to mod¬ 
ern liberalism. 

However, in the eyes of 
the majority, Churchill will 
always occupy the pinnacle 
of courageous achievement 
and conservative logic. To 
illustrate his use of brevity 
to enhance clarity one has 
only to quote the Churchill 
definition of Communism: 

“Communism is not only 
a creed. It is a plan of cam¬ 
paign. A Communist is not 
only the holder of certain 
opinions; he is the pledged 
adept of a well-thoiught-out 
means of enforcing them. 
The anatomy of discontent 
and revolution has been 
studied in every phase and 
aspect and a veritable drill 
book prepared in a scientific 
spirit for subverting all ex¬ 
isting institutions. The 
method of enforcement is as 
mucli a part of the Com¬ 
munist faith as tlie doctrine 
itself. At first the time-hon¬ 
ored principles of Liberalism 
and Democracy are invoked 
to shelter the infant organ¬ 
ism. Free speech, the right 
of public meet, every form 
of public meeting, every 
form of lawful political agi¬ 
tation and constitutional 
right are paraded and as¬ 
serted. Alliance is sought 
with every popular move¬ 
ment towards the left. 

“The creation of a mild 
Liberal or Socialist regime 
in some period of convulsion 
is the first milestone. But no 
sooner has this been created 
than it is to be overthrown. 
Woes and scarcity resulting 
from contusion mrust be ex¬ 
ploited. Collisions, if pos¬ 
sible attended with blood¬ 
shed, are to be arranged be¬ 
tween the agents of the New 
Government and the working 
people. Martyrs are to be 
manufactured. An apologe¬ 
tic attitude in the rulers 
should be turned to profit. 
Pacific propaganda may be 
made the mask of hatreds 
never before manifested 
among men. No faith need 
be, indeed may be, kept with 
non-Commjunists. Every act 
of good will, of tolerance, of 
conciliation, of mercy, of 
magnanimity on the part of 
Governments or Statesmen 
is to be utilized for their 
ruin. Then when the time is 
ripe and the moment oppor¬ 
tune, every form of lethal 
violence from mob revolt to 
private assassination must 
be used without stint or 
compunction. The citadel 
will be stormed under the 
banners of Liberty and 
Democracy; and once the 
apparatus of power is in the 
hands of the Brotherhood, 
all opposition, all contrary 
opinions must be extin¬ 
guished by death. Demo¬ 
cracy is but a tool to be 
used and afterwards broken; 
Liberty but a sentimental 
foUy unworthy of the logi¬ 
cian. The absolute rule of a 
self-chosen priesthood ac¬ 
cording to the dogmas it has 
learned by rote is to be im¬ 
posed upon mankind with¬ 
out mitigations progressive¬ 
ly forever. All this, set out in 
prosy text books, written 
also in blood in the history 
of several powerful nations, 
is the Communist’s faith and 
purpose. To be forewarned 
should be to be forearmed.”

Winston Churchill was an 
astute student of history and 
thereby placed socialism in 
its true perspective. How¬ 


ever a Churchilllan brain is 
not needed to recognize so¬ 
cialism for what it is. One 
needs only an inquiring 
mind and a few good his¬ 
tory books (written before 
Dewey) to discover that so¬ 
cialism is a parasitic seed 
which when planted in a 
vigorous garden of free en¬ 
terprise, upon maturation 
consumes the very body of 
the host which nurtured and 
sustained its development. 
And in the end the eventual 
socialistic harvest yields a 
final crop of weeds incap¬ 
able of sustaining itself or 
its progeny.
